German Tank Steamer Diamant, Being

Boston, Mass., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—The 
Furness line steamer Galileo, Capt. Forth, 
arrived at quarantine about midnight from 
London. Capt. Forth tells a terrible tale 
of the sea, of the attempted rescue and final 
loss of a big German tank steamer with all 
its crew in midocean. The Galileo was tow- 
ing the steamer Diamant, Capt. Wischau- 
sen.

George Washington, the first President of the United States, was born on Bridge Creek, Westmoreland County, Va., Feb. 22. 1732. 


It started here shortly after 7 o’clock, and 
letting a few flakes fall as a warning began 
a good old-fashioned snow-storm, snow 
whieh clung to the garments of pedesttians 
and made trouble for the street railway com- 
panies and the steam railroad companies, 
too. It came as near being a blizzard as any 
of the Storms which Chicagoans have had 
thjs mild winter. 

The wind reached the east and soon was 
blowing snow into the faces of people who 
were out of doors, at the rate of twenty-five 
miles an hour. It began its career dead in 
the east, but quickly veered around till it 
reached the northeast, where it continued to 
blow; and the proximity of the lake made 
the snowfull the greater. 

The change in the wind and the expectation 
of a gale from the north in the evening led to 
the display at 2 o’clock in the afternoon of. 
the storm signals for lake vessels. 

On Saturday the temperature hung around 
near the 44 mark, and yesterday it went 
down to 81°: The highest point reached till 
the snow begar to fall was 34°. If the wind 
continues moving the weather will grow 
colder today, though the weather man ex- 
pected the snow to exhaust itself before day- 
light. Prof. Garriott said it was not prob- 
able the mercury would fall more than 10° 
unless the wind came square from the north- 
west.

outrages, at least on American citizens. 
Cleveland and Olney are blamed here for 
Ruiz’s death, and it is the gossip of the cafés 
that Consul-General Lee, disgusted at the 
ignoring of his urgent messages, has threat- 
ened to résign his post unless the warships 
are sent and the government at Washing- 
ton takes a stand that will enable him to 


protect Americans in Cuba. 


Ruiz was reported as having killed himself 
in his dungeon. He realiy died from a fright- 
ful blow on the head, inflicted within a few 
hours of his death. He died in a filthy cell 
so small that he could not lie at full length 
in it, and in that cell he was kept for thirteen 
days in solitary confinement, half starved 
and tortured with thirst. Other prisoner's 
heard him scream and beg for mercy on 
Wednesday night, and they sent word that 
the helpless American citizen had been mur- 
dered in his cell by the guards. 

Awful Wound in His Head. 

Consul-General Lee forced the Spaniards 
to permit an autopsy on the body of the al- 
leged suicide, and Dr. Burgess found the 
awful wound on the head. The Spaniards’ 
explanation of this is that Rulz went crazy 
in his cell and dashed out his brains against 
the wall. Nobody believes this story. Ruiz’s 
death has shocked this community more than 
anything that has happened in this island of 
horrors for months. He was a cultured, in- 
telligent man, a man of family and position, 
and one whose standing in any other coun- 
try would have counterbalanced anything 
short of direct proof of his guilt. He was a 
graduate of a Philadelphia dental college, 
and had a large practice in Guanabacoa. 
No one ever suspected him of aiding or 
abetting the Cuban cause, nor was he ever 
heard to Hiscuss local political issues. His 
certificate of naturalization as an American 
citizen hung in a frame above his profes- 
sional diploma. And yet he was dragged 
from his home by Fondesviella’s military 
police om the 4th inst. at midnight and kept 
**incommunicado’”’ thirteen days in 4 slimy 
cell, compelled to sleep upon the bare floor, 
fed upon salt codfish, and given but à scant 
supply of water, and was not given even a 
preliminary examination. ' 

As usual the Spanish authorities neglected 
to advise Gen. Lee of the American’s arrest, 
and the news only reached the consulate 
when the prisoner's wife came to Havana 
and told her piteous story. 

She did not know whether her husband had 
been taken into the suburbs and adsassin- 
ated, or whether he was in prison. A prompt 
query from Lee, however, brought the infor- 
mation from the palace that Ruiz was de- 
tained for alleged complicity in the attack 
made by the Cuban chief Angrenm upon a 
train between Regia and duanabacoa of the 
night of Jan. 16 last, When a ‘number of 
Spanish officers were captured.

will find pleasure in “The Spoils 
of Poynton.” But the others—and they 
are the vast majority—will not find this 
as interesting a novel as the less typical 
The Other House,“ which preceded it from 
Mr. James’ pen.

The scenes ate laid in several English 
country houses, one of which is Poynton, the 
sumptuously adorned home of Mrs. Gereth 
and her son Owen. But for the most part 
it matters little whether the action takes 
place in England or in Oude. For the story 
is chiefly subjective, not objective. It deals 
with the mind and feelings, not with things 
or acts. It has to do with the fnside rather 
than with the outside.

New York, Feb. 21.—{Special.]—The im- 
portant first production of the week at the 
theaters will be that of Spliritisme,“ Vic- 
torien Sardou’s latest drama, with spirit- 
ualism for its theme, which is to be given in 
English at the Knickerbocker tomorrow 
night. It was acted for the first time in 
Paris two weeks ago, and the accounts of 
that performance say it is one of the great 
playwright’s boldly original works. 

The production, which is under the man- 
agement of Al Hayman and Charles Froh- 
man, is interesting also for being the first 
instance of American managers giving their 
patrons an opportunity to hear the latest 
Parisian success while it is still a novelty 
in Paris. The play was under rehearsal] 
here before its first performance there. 

Spiritisme is not primarily an exposi- 
tion of spiritualism, but is an affair of 
human love for which spiritualistic phe- 
nomena, real and pretended, provide a back- 
ground and basis. A husband bélieves him- 
self to be a medium of communfcation. be- 
tween the dead and the living. His faith and 
works in that religion are associated with 
the loyalty of his wife, her temptation by a 
scoundrel, her supposed death, and her final 
return to him. 

The central figure in the story is the young 
wife—Simone—wealthy, and beautiful, and 
married, who is full of love and demands a 
full measure of love where her own is be- 
stowed. She feels her husband is neglecting 
her and falls a victim to the wiles of a Span- 
iard, who is in love with her large fortune 
rather than herself, and seeks to compromise 
her. Simone leaves her husband at a séance, 
saying she is goilmg on a railroad journey. 
She sends instead her maid, who is killed in 
an accident, found with Simone’s jewels, 
and believed to be Simone, while the wife 
is at Manuel’s house. 

Robert d’Aubenas, the husband, searches 


be alive. His pathetic despair and evident 
great love touch the young wife’s heart, but 
she dare not reveal herself. A cousin, Val- 
entine, suspects her presence in Manuel's 
house. 

A series of intensely dramatic situations 
follow, which result in the discom/iture of 
the lover, whose mercenary cheracter is un- 
masked, and the restoration of Simone to 
her husband, whom she really loves.

STONE BELIEVED T0 BE IN CHICAGO, 


Ex-Cashier of the Sioux City Savings 
Bank May Be Arrested Here and 
Taken Back Home. 


Edward P. Stone, cashier of the Sioux City, 
Ia., Savings Bank, who is said to be a de- 
faulter to the extent of $20,000, is believed 
to be in Chicago. Central Station detectives 
are searching for him. Every train from the 
West yesterday was closely watched by De- 
tective Sergeants Burke and Plunkett for 
the arrival of Stone’s attorney, O. J. Taylor, 
who is said to have left Sioux City on Satur- 
day to meet Stone in this city. 

Although the detectives were furnished 
with an excellent description of the Sioux 
City lawyer, they were unable to find him, 
and believe he left the train at a suburban 
station. 

The Sioux City authorities are anxious to 
apprehend Stone, who, they expect, will be 
prosecuted on a charge of embezzlement in 
case he is arrested and returned to his 
home. Information furnished the police is 
that Stone is in hiding in this city and all 
outgoing trains are now being watched to 
prevent his leaving. 

Edward P. Stone fled from Sioux City after 
the failure of the savings bank, when it was 
discovered that about $20,000 alleged cattle 
paper, which had been counted in the assets 
of the bank, was apparently wholly fictitious. 
A committee of depositors made an investi- 
gation and going to the counties in Nebraska 
in which the notes and mort Fre had been 
given were alleged to be, could not find either 
the cattle or the men whose names were 
signed to the notes. 

Stone, when confronted by these facts 
by the receiver and the attorney for the 
bank, said the paper was all right and that 
he bought it all of oné man. hen asked 
where this person lived he said he did not 
know. 

The depositors held a redhot meeting one 
night and talked of criminal prosecution 
and the next day Stone left the city. It 
was said he was going to New York to take 
a position which had been offered him there, 
but, it seems, he never went to New York. 
He was seen jn Chicago by a Sioux City 
man the day after he left Stoux City, and 


| 


the authorities believe he has been in hid- 
ing there ever since. 

Stone’s shortage with the bank is said to 
be over $20,000. A proposition ‘had been 
made to him to turn over real estate and 
personal property almost sufficient to cover 
that amount when he became alarmed at 
the developments and left. 

Since then overtures have been made by 
friends of Stone to settle the matter up 
and have criminal prosecutions dropped. 

O. J. Taylor of Sioux City, who is attorney 
for Stone, has said if such a settlement 
was not made Stone would return and fight 
the case, his defense being that the cattle 
paper was legitimately bought and that 
there had been no wrong-doing on the part 
of the cashier. Mr. Taylor left Sioux City on 
Saturday morning, saying he was going to 
Excelsior Springs, Mo., but the author- 
ities, knowing that he was in communica- 
tion with Stone, believed he had gone to 
Chicago to consult with him. 

Stone’s description and two excellent cuts 
of him have been sent to all the police de- 
partments and Sheriffs in the country. The 
charge against him at Sioux City is em- 
bezzlement. 

Stone.is 45 years of age and has a red 
birth mark under his right eye, so that it 
has been a matter of surprise that he has 
not been arrested before this.

FUGITIVE ESCAPES POLICE. TO DIE. 


Nicholas Mentgen Eyvades-Arrest for 
Breaking a Window, but Is Hor- 
ribly Mangled by a Train. 


In an exciting race with policemen, who 
were trying to arrest him for breaking a 
plate glass window in a real estate office, 
Nicholas Mentgen ran in front of express 
train No. 9 on the Northwestern tracks at 
Cornelia street yesterday afternoon and was 
ground into an unrecognizable mass bo- 
neath the wheels of the flying train. 

Mentgen was a teamster and lived with 
his wife and three children at No, 1021 Shef- 
field avenue. Yesterday afternoon he was 
standing in front of the real eSetate office 
of John Bobbel, Nb. 797 Southport avenue, 
in company with Floyd Burdick, a laborer, 
who lives at No. 1442 Wolfram street. The 
police claim both men were under the in- 
fluence of liquor. ’ 

No notice was taken of the men by passers- 
by until the crash of falling glass was heard 
and it was seen that a large plate-glass 
window in Bobbel’s office had been broken. 
A crowd gathered and both Burdick and 
Mentgen took to their heels. Word was sent 
to the Sheffield Avenue Police Station, and 
at the same time several persons ran after 
the fugitives. Mentgen’s right hand was 
bleeding profusely. 

The men ran to Lincoln avenue and fol- 
lowed it in a northwesteriy direction to a 
point near the Northwestern tracks. The 
Sheflield avenue police patrol wagon had 
answered.the call in the meantime, and, 
with two patrolmen, was bearing down on 
the men, having already turned into Lincoln 
avenue. 

Burdick halted and was placed under ar- 
rest, but, panting and breathless, Mentgen 
made for the railroad tracks. He reached 
them at Cornelia street, and the police were 
still two blocks behind him. ith difficulty 
he climbed the twelve-foot em kment. 

His attention being divided between watch- 
ing his pursuers and his effortseto scale the 
embankment, Mentgen did not notice the 
north-bound train that was approaching.

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. : 

The observance of the birthday anniver- 
sary of George Washington bas become 
more a national tribute to the spirit of 
patriotism than a memorial to a personality. 
The name of W is linked indis- 
solubly with the revolution out of which 
sprung the republic of the United States, 
but the union of the man and the event is so 
close that they are practically interchange 
able in the thought of the present time and 
will become more 80 as the years roll on. 

The character ef Washington happily 
lends itself readily to this phase of idealiza- 
tion. There were no peaks of preéminent 
genius in his equipment as a man and con- 
versely no vales of insignificance, and this 
admirable and unique equipoise of power 
and attainment qualified him for the 
conspicuous place he occupies in the hearts 
of the American people. The scrutiny of 
careful historians into the details of his life 
and the conclusions of stndents of his char- 
acter have been unable to frame a more com- 
prehensive or exact expression of the sum of 
his individuality than that contained in the 
familiar lines— | 

First in War, 
First in Peace, 
First in the hearts of his countrymen. 

These words have become so common be- 
cause of frequent, and often flippant, utter- 
ance, that their deep significance has be- 
come blunted by their adapted applications. 
Washington was first in war, and in a war 
that won the freedom of this Nation, be- 
cause he achieved distinction through a 
demonstration of exceptional courage, forti- 
tude, and persistence. He was proof against 
obstacles, defeats, the heaviest.blows of his 
adversaries, the d plots of his jeal- 
ous enemies at home, the strongest combina- 
tions of opposing factors of every kigd, be- 
cause he kept before him always the ines- 
timable prize of a Nation’s liberty which 
ultimate victory would achieve, He was 
first in peace because his unconquerable 
spirit in war was no less conspicuots than 
the wisdom and prudence of his counsel in 
matters of state, and because he cemented 
the trust of his fellow-men which he had 
won on the field of battle by a display of rare 
statesmanship when peace settled over the 
land. He was first in the hearts of his 
countrymen and has always been first be- 
cause of the sterling honesty of his nature 
in all things, which resisted the most subtle 
and specious temptations and remained pure 
and uncorrupted tothe end, @ 

There have undoubtedly been many great- 
er Generals than Washington and many 
greater statesmen and men who have won 
a greater popular following, but there have 
been few men in history who have developed 
a more conspicuous harmony of these three 
distinguishing marks of greatness. The lack 
of conspicuous superiority in any one trait, 
however, has given rise during the century 
to many discussions as to the real grandeur 
of Washington’s individuality, He has been 
represented as everything from “a rather 
commonplace man made prominent by the 
force of circumstances “ to“ one of the su- 
premely great characters of the world’s his- 
tory.” His critics have even gone so far as 
to ascribe the popular admiration merely to 
a “conventional acquiescence” in a -patri- 
otic fancy. Itis well that such a dissimilar- 
ity of views has been expressed, because 
they have resulted in clear-cut comparisons 
which have supported the extreme measure 
of praise accorded to Washington. 

The solemn, well-weighed verdict of the 
historians has fixed forever the stability and 
justice of Washington's fame; He is worthy 
the place of patron saint of the patriotism of 
the Nation. 


ALTGELD’S TRICKY FIGURES. 

It is a circumstance at once ludicrous and 
significant that Altgeld’s charge that the 
vote cast or counted at the November elec- 
tion is greater than the population warrants 
should be contradicted and refuted by an es- 
timate of the population which he himself 
made only a little over twelve months ago. 

Asked when Governor of Illinois in 1895 
to make an estimate of the population of the 
State for a statistical publication Altgeld 
put it at 4,500,000. That was his estimate 
for January, 1896, and it was reached by 
supposing a yearly gain of 134,000 since the 
census of 1890 up to 1896. At the same rate 
of increase from January up to last No- 
vember the population must have been 
4,612,000—and that knocks Altgeld’s fraud 
cry and his more recent statistics into smith- 
ereens. For the eensus of 1890 showed the 
ratio of potential voters to potlation in IIli- 
nois was 25 per cent, and the ratio can have 
changed since only to become higher. 
Hence, even on the basis of Altgeld's esti- 
mate of a little over a year ago, the popula- 
tion last November called for a voting force 
of 1,153,000, or 62,000 more than was act- 
ually cast. This is a pretty liberal allow- 
ance for the sick, infirm, and indifferent in 
an election as exciting as ever took place in 
the State. 

But while the Altgeld figures of 1895° 
swear at the Altgeld figures of 1897, there 
are still other elements of deception if not 
of stultification in his recent attempt to 
show fraud. For while he takes the popula- 
tion returns of four years ago at the flood 


} tide of foreign immigration, he coolly as- 


sumes that the ratio of voters to population 
is 20 per cent, when the census showed 25, 
and he falsifies his calculation further by 
taking it for granted the ratio is the same 
now, when immigration has fallen off prac- 
tically one-half. An immigrant counts in 
the population statistics at once, but it is 
five years before he can be naturalized and 
appear in the election returns. Hence, when 
immigration falls off suddenly and heavily, 
as it has done in the last four years, there 
may, nevertheless, continue to be heavy ad- 
ditions to the voting population through the 
naturalization process for a number of 
years. During the years when the citizen- 
ship of immigrants is ripening the popula- 
tion of a city or State where these newcom- 
ers congregate might be stationary or act- 
nally fall off and yet through naturalization 
the number of persons entitled to vote might 
increase, : 

With the population side of the problem 
showing only half of the increase through 
immigration of four years ago, and yet with 
the gains through naturalization swollen by 
the big waves still coming in from the flood 
of immigration of five, six, and seven years 
ago, the ratio of voters to population is no 
longer the same. It scarcely seems possibile | 
that Altgeld can have fallen into the error 
of using a false, fluctuating ratio through 
honest mistake or heedlessness, In the in-

vary. Mom time to time in all centers for 
immigration, just as the stream of supply is 
increased or diminished and the accumu- 
lated mass of foreigners becomes available 
for naturalization. To take à ratio false in 
itself and then make it worse by applying it 
to periods four years apart, heedless of the 
fact that in the meantime the flow of Immi- 
gration has fallen one-half, is the kind of 
arithmetic that calle for the birch in school, 
but it is altogether characteristic of a man 
who in the same calculation absolutely con- 
tradicts or ignores estimates of population 
made by himself as Governor only a little 
over a year ago. 

The fact regarding the election last No- 
vember simply is that in IlMnois, which was 
claimed to be a close State, an extraordi- 


brought to the polls, but there were, never- 
theless, tens of thousands of men who were 
entitled to vote but did not. 


CHICAGO PAYS ENOUGH TAXES. 

A candidate for the Mayoralty made a 
speech the other day in which he informed 
his audience that “the amount of money 
spent in the city for corporate purposes, in 
comparison with other cities, is a mere baga- 
telle.“ He remarked also: 

What will vod say when I tell you the entire 
population, by direct taxation, pays but $5,000,000, 
and that at the same time 6,500 saloonkeepers, who 
are included among those who contribute to the 
$5,000,000, pay not. only real estate and personal 
taxes, but contribute in addition somewhat m 
than $3,000,000 to our receipts? | 

Such statements as these are misleading. 
The entire population will pay by direct 
taxation over twenty million dollars when 
it pays the 1896 taxes which are in process 
of collection now. That sum cannot be 
called a mere bagatelle.” 

It may be contended that some of the 
twenty millions was not raised for “ cor- 
porate purposes.“ Most of it was, however. 
Schools are a corporate purpose, and 
$5,890,000 was raised by direct taxation 
for the schools. Parks and boulevards are 
“corporate purposes.” The three and a 
half millions paid ‘under the drainage tax 
will be used for a corporate purpose.“ 

Those who wish to underrate the magni- 
tude of the contributions of the Chicago tax- 
payers try to ereate the impression that the 
only “ corporate purposes for which taxes 
aré levied are the Police, Fire, and Public 
Works Departments, street lighting, and 
the salaries of officials, 

They contrast the expenditures for these 
few corporate purposes with the total ex- 
penditures of other cities for these and many 
other corporate purposes, and then profess 
amazement at the niggardliness of Ohicago 
taxpayers. They suppress the fact that 
these total expenditures of otDer cities in- 
clude appropriations for schools, parks, and 
—as in New York and Philadelphia—for 
county purposes. 

To find the total contributions of the Chi- 
cago taxpayers this year it ie necessary to 
take the city tax levy of $12,200,000— 
which includes the schools—and add to it 
the money collected on account of the State, 
the county, the parks, and the drainage dis- 
trict. They will foot up over twenty mill- 
ions. 

This is not a small sum for Chicagoans to 
pay, especially at this time. They have not 
as much money, in proportion to population, 
as the Eastern cities have. Chicago has 
about the same number of people as New 
York, but ig has less than a fourth of the 
Therefore the average 
taxpayer should be asked to contribute only 
one-fourth what the New York taxpayer 
contributes. 

This cry for higher taxes, under the pre- 
tense that this city pays very low taxes. 
should stop. Inequalities in assessments 
should be corrected, but the fact should be 
recognized that the taxable wealth of the 
city cannot stand; especially in these hard 
times, any additional impositions for the 
benefit of the tax-eaters. 


THE TAX ON SPIRITS. 

The distillers have held a convention and 
have petitioned Congress to reduce the tax 
on whisky to 70 cents a gallon. They claim 
that this is the maximum point in the collec- 
tion of taxes on distilled spirits and that as 
the tax is raised illicit distilling increases, 
depriving the government of revenue and 
injuring the business of honest distillers. 

The Wilson-Gorman law raised the tax on 
‘spirits from 90 cents a gallon to $1.10. This 
was done against the advice of prominent 
men who asserted that it would not be safe 
to raise the tax and that it would be much 
wiser to double the beer tax, for it was cer- 
tain there would be no illicit brewing. 

The receipts from spirits have not been as 
large as was expected. The receipts for 
1898 under the 90-cent tax were 85% mill- 

ions. For 1895, under the $1.10 tax, they 
were 72 1-5 millions, and for 1896 they were 
82½ millions. This shrinkage in receipts 
has been ascribed generally to the hard 
times, It may be that illicit, distilling has 
had something to do with it. 

The distillers state that during the fiscal 
year 1893, when the tax was 90 cents, 506 
illicit stills were seized. The number seized 
during the last fiscal year was 1,905. It is 
asserted also that illicit whisky seized by 
the government has been offered at public 
sales and no bid of the bare tax could be 
obtained, showing that the people in those 
sections could buy whisky for less than the 
tax. N 

Of course, the higher the tax the greater 
the temptation to engage in illicit distilling. 
There ig a point beyond which it is not safe 
to go. The experience with the dollar and a 
half and the $2 taxes many years ago proved 
conclusively that high taxes mean decreased 
revenue. It may be advisable for Congress 
to investigate so as to find out whether the 
present tax is too near the danger line. 


Something which would have been deemed 
impossible only a few years ago has hap- 
pened. Steel rails made in the United States 
have been purchased by English railroads 
for 70 cents_a ton less than they can be 
bought for in England. 

The duty imposed on steel rails by the 
tariff act of 1888, to protect the American 
manufacturer, was over $17 a ton. Today 
rails sold in Pennsylvania for $16.80 a ton 
are delivered in England, freight prepaid, 
for $21.30, while the English manufacturers 
are asking $22. It looks very much asif the 
latter needed protection, while their Amer- 
ican competitors most assuredly do not.

introduced on behalf of the street railroad 
companies contemplate the extension of 
their franchises for from thirty-three to 
twenty years. For these extensions they 
are to pay the city a lump sum of $2,000 
for each mile of street occupied. The rate 
of fare is to remain unchanged for forty 
years, — 

The street car system of the City of To- 
ronto is leased to a private corporation on 
the folloing terms: 

1. That the company should pay the city $800 a 
year for each mile of track; 8 per cent on gross 
receipts up to $1,000,000; 10 per cent on receipts be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,500,000; 12 per cent be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000; 15 per cent be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000, and 20 per cent 
on all over $3,000,000. | 

2. That fares should be 5 cents for one, 25 cents 
for six; workingmen’s tickets good night and 
morning, eight for a quarter, and school chil- 
dfen’s tickets ten for a quarter, 

As the receipts from passengers carried 
are over a million dollars the city gets 10 
per cent of the gross receipts as well as $800 


receipts from the street car systemare about 
$260,000 a year. The lessee makes money, 
though the average fare paid is under five 
cents, and the city has its share of the 
profits, 3 

The question which the street car com- 
panies decline persistently to answer is why, 
doing so much more business than ie done 
in Toronto and doing it more cheaply, they 
should be unable to contribute to the reve- 
nues of the city as much proportionately as 
the Toronto corporation does, In order that 
théy may not be compelled to answer this 
question ‘they have asked the Legislature 
for this extension of their franchises. 

The workingmen of Chicago would be 
much pleased if they could buy eight-ride 
tickets for a quarter, to be used in going to 
and from their work. They have the votes 
—if they would use them—with which to 
elect Aldermen a few years hence who 
could extort such concessions from the com- 
panies when their franchises run out. 

But if these street railroad bills are passed 
the power to make arrangements with the 
companies which will insure the city more 
revenue and the people cheaper fares will 
be taken from the Council and the voters. 
The latter will not be able to elect either 
Aldermen or members of the Legislature 
who can do anything to relieve them. 

If this bill should pass and another Legis- 
lature were to repeal it, the railroad lawyers 
would claim that the roads had paid a 
valuable consideration -a trifling sum of 
three-quarters of a million—for the invalua- 
ble privileges conferred on them, and that 
a contract existed which could not be violat- 
ed. Years of litigation would be necessary 
to establish the rights of the people. 

The roads can afford to pay a high price 
for the passage of their bills. But there 
ought to be in the Illinois Legislature 
enough honesty and enough respect for the 
interests of the public to baffle the would-be 


bribers. 


IMPROVING THE APPELLATE COURTS. 

Senator McKinlay of Edgar County has 
introduced a bill which ought to become a 
law. It will, if the Legislature cares to 
lessen “ the law’s delays and to reduce the 
eost of litigation. This excellent measure 
prevides that— 

In all cases determined in said Appellate Courts 
and the judgment is affirmed, or otherwise finally 
disposed of in the Appellate Court, the judgment, 
order, or decree of the Appellate Court’ shall be 
final, and no appeal shall lie, or writ of error be 
prosecuted therefrom: Provided, also, that in any 
case wherein a majority of the Judges of the Ap- 
pellate Courts, or any one of the Judges thereof, 
shall be of the opinion that a ease decided by 
them involves questions of law of such importance, 
either on account of principal or collateral inter- 
ests, as that it should be passed upon by the Su- 
preme Court on petition of the party or parties to 
the cause, in which case the said Appellate Court 
shall certify to the Supreme Court the grounds of 
bald appeal. 

As the law stands now where the amount 
involved is over $2,000 an appeal can be 
taken to the Supreme Court. An appeal 
usually is taken in such cases because the 
counsel for the defeated party assures his 
client that he has the law on his side and 
that the Supreme Court will so hold if given 
an opportunity. 

Thus the Supreme Court has not been re- 
lieved by the creation of the. Appellate 
Courts to the extent that was promised, 
while the expenses of litigants have been in- 
creased. If the decisions of the Appellate 
Courts were final in all the cases that 
come before them the labors of the Supreme 
Court would be lightened and cases would 
be disposed of much more rapidly than they 
are now. 

The Judges of the Appellate Courts would 
not make a bad use of the increased powers 
it is proposed to confer on them. They would 
cohsider cases even more carefully than 
they do now, for they would feel a greater 
responsibility rested on them. At present 
they know that their conclusions are to be 
reviewed by the Supreme Court and are as 
likely to be set aside as to be sustained. 

When the lawyers know that the decisions 
of an Appellate Court are final they will get 
up their cases with more care than they do 
now. At present they reason that if victori- 
ous the other side will take an appeal and 
that if they are beaten they can appeal. The 
result is that what they do in an Appellate 
Court is done in a perfunctory way. 

No injustice will be done any one by mak- 
ing Appellate Court decisions a finality. If 
the Judges are in any doubt about a law 
point they will be certain to certify the ques- 
tion up to the Supreme Court. The prob- 
abilities are that they will do this oftener 
than is really necessary. 

So if the, Legislature feels inclined to 
indulge in law reform and to make the rough 
road of the litigant a little smoother it 
should put Senator McKinlay’s excellent 
measure on the statute books.

THE WAI STRENGTH OF TURKEY AND 
GREECE. 

In view of the possibility of war between 
Turkey and Greece the relative strength of 
their fighting forces becomes a matter of 
extraordinary interest. The latest issue of 
the Statesman’s Year Book furnishes the 
only official information available. 

All Mussulmans in Turkey over 20 years 
of age are liable to military service, this lia- 
bility continuing for twenty years. The 
army consists of the Nizam, or regular army 
and its reserves; the Redif, or Landwehr; 
and the Mustahfuz, or Landsturm. The 
summary of its effective fighting force 
shows—infantry, 648 battalions, 583,200 
men; cavalry, 202 squadrons, 55,500 men; 
artillery, 1.356 guns, 54,720 men; and en- 
gineers, 39 companies, 7,400 men- total of 
700,620, , 

In Greece there is universal liability to 
service jafter the age of 21. The peace 
strength of the army is fixed at 24,076 men, 
the war strength at 100,000 men. The re- 
serve forces aggregate 104,500 and the terri- 
torial army 146,000 men—a total of 350,500, 


numbers the Greek two to one. 

On tbe land the Turks are tly superior. 
On the water it is different. The Turkish 
navy includes 2 battleships, 7 port defense 
ships, 9 first-class and 51 third-class cruisers 
and 26 torpedo boats. The Greek navy has 
5 armorclad vessels, 17 torpedo boats, 2 cor- 
vettes, 2 cruisers, 12 gunboats, and 8 reve- 
nue vessels. Numerically the Turkish navy 
exceeds the Greek by forty-six vessels, but 
in fighting strength the Greek navy is great- 
ly its superior. More than half the Turkish 
vessels are unfit for fighting purposes. Many 
which are considered fit are of obsolete build 
and equipment. Two-thirds of its cruisers 
are only fit for convoy purposes. The Turk- 
ish navy, indeed, is so run Gown that only 
three armorclad vessels have auy ‘fighting 
value. Ina war upon the sea Greece would 
make as quick work of the Turkish navy as 
Japan did of the Chinese. On the land, it 
would remain to be seen how far Greek 
valor and patriotism would offset the dispar- 
ity in humbers.

OLDEST WHITE SETTLER IN DAKOTAS. 


Paul Narcelle, Whe Recently Died, 
Moved to That Country in 1830—A 
Typical Pioneer. 


Pierre, 8. D., Feb. 21.—{Special.]—Paul 
Narcelle, who died a few days ago at his 


ranch, about fifty miles northwest of this’ 


city, on Cheyenne River, was without ques- 
tion the oldest white settler in either of the 
Dakotas. He came to the mouth of Bad 
River with a party from the Canadas in 1830 
and assisted in establishing the American 
Fur company trading post at that place. 
The party with which he came made their 
journey by the lakes to Fort Dearborn, and 
from there crossed the country to the Wis- 
consin River, and with boats made their way 
West as far as they could on the Wisconsin, 
Mississippi, and Minnesota Rivers. After 
leaving the latter stream they constructed 
rude carts and made the trip overland te 
the Missouri River, traveling over a seetion 
of the country which had never been visited 
by white men. When they reached the Mis- 
souri they were the first whites who had 
been seen by the Indians since the expedi- 
tion of Lewis and Clarke, which camped at 
the mouth of Bad River for the winter of 
1802-3. 

The year following the establishment of 
the post et Fort Pierre Narcelle was one of 
a party which went up the Misouri as far as 
the Yellowstone, and from there south 
through what ts now Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, and Arizona. The 
party was gone three years on this trip, and 
after that he was sent several times by the 
company to the Pacific coast to secure the 
shells which were desired for trade with 
the plains Indians. He continued in theem- 
ploy of the fur company until about 1841, 
when he married an Indian woman and lo- 
cated permanently at Fort Pierre until about 
1870, when he took à locetion on Antelope 
Creek, about twenty miles down the river 
from here, and resided at that place until 
the reservation country was opened to set- 
tlement in 1892, wl he moved to the reser- 
vation, north of the Cheyenne, and was re- 
siding on the ranch which he had located 
there at the time of,his death. 

He was very reserved with rs in 
regard to the happenings about the old 
fur station, but with his friends he could 
tell of interesting occurrences, which, if 
they had been collected, would have made 
a history of the early days worth recording, 

During the time Narcelle had resided here 
he had accumulated a large amount of prop- 
erty in cattle and horses, and several years 
ago called his children all together and 
made a fair distribution of the property, 
only keeping for himself a herd of catt 
sufficient to keep himself and wife as long 
as they should Ave, and provided for the 
distribution of the remainder of these after 
they had no further use for them.

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James Morgan, the “horse detective,“ 
for more than sixty-three years a resident 
of Chicago, and for thirty years an active 
member the police force, died at his 
home, No. Wabash avenue, yesterday of 
pneumonia. He was in his 73d year. He 
had been’ in falrly- good health until Friday, 
when he contracted a cold, which resulted 
in the fatal disease. 

Arrangéments for the funeral have not 
been made. 

Mr. Mo ‘was born in Ireland in Au- 
gust, 1824. In June, 1833, he came to Chi- 
cago. He was always fond of horses, and 
when old enough became a stage driver. He

The chief difference between 
a great fighter and the great class of 
mediocre ones is an ability to strike quickly 
and accurately. Mediocre boxers miss 
knockout blows by a narrow margin—an 
inch, more or less—and go down in defeat 
themselves. 
Therefore, a champion must be able to 
judge distance to a fraction, as well as be 
able to deliver his blow where he Wants to 
put it. Now, it is well known that different 
colors increase or lessen distance tothe view, 
creating an optical defusion, as it were. 
Corbett shrewdly knows this, and to ac- 
custom himself to the effect of, red hair 
on the vision puts a wig of that color on his 
sparring partner. A triviality, most people 
will say, and laugh at it; that is true. It is 
not the bowlders that have proven stumbling 
blocks in the way of many men, but the peb- 
bles.

Championship Winners of the West- 
ern Intercollegiate Athletic Asse- 
ciation, Including Richards of Wis- 
consin and Representatives of 
Dartmouth, Will Compete im the 
Games at the First Regiment

Today is the last day for recelving entries 
to the second annual invitation indoor meet 
which is to be given under the auspices of 
the University of Chicago at the First Regi- 
ment Armory next Friday night. Already 
more than 200 entries have been received, 
and the entries of several organizations 
which have notified A. A. Stagg of their 
intention of sending teams have not yet 
been handed in. | 

The games promise to be larger than last 
year, when something over 300 entries were 
received, The most recent entries ci promi- 
nent athletes are those of H. B. Cragin, who 
made the remarkable record of winning the 
mile and half-mile in the Western inter- 
collegiate meet last year; J. R. Richards, 
last year’s Westerm Intercollegiate winner 
in the 120-yard and 220-yard hurdles, and 
well known as the Captain of the University 
of Wisconsin football team; E. C. Waller, 
who will represent Wisconsin in the high 
jump; N. C. Thayer and J. B. Hutchinson, 
who are leading athletes at Dartmouth Col- 
lege, and soon to be home on a vacation. 

The relay team races promise to be the 
feature of the evening. Several teams have 
already entered the contest, for whith hand- 
some championship banners will be given. 
The contest between the interpreparatory 
schools, in which the Harvard School, 
Princeton-Yale, Morgan Park Academy, and 
Northwestern Academy have entered teams, 
will be intensely exciting. 

The same will be true of that of the high 
schools and the one mile open relay. Sev- 
eral high schools have already entered 
teams, including Englewood and Hyde Park, 
who furnished the most exciting event of the 
university meet last year. The one mile 
open relay also promises to be an exciting 
event, with teams from the First Regiment, 
the Bankers’ Athletic club, the South Side 
Turnverein, and the Chicago Turngemeinde 
to compete. With six men taking part and 
each running only one-sixth of a mile in- 


stead of one-quarter the chances are much 


more equalized. It is not likely that the 
as yet unbeaten team from the First Regi- 
ment will have as easy work as heretofore. 

Special efforts will be made to have the 
short races run off more satisfactcrily. If 
there is a large field of entries in the 
quarter mile even, Mr. Stagg annources that 
he will divide the entries and make {wo 
events, the winners of first, second, and 
third places of each contest to receive prize 
medals. By this means each competitor will 
have a much fairer chance and the danger 
of men falling and injuring themselves will 
be greatly lessened. 

In the dash the course will be lengthened 
from forty to fifty yards, thereby enabling 
better handicapping and giving the scratch 
and small handicap men a better chance. 
Trial races for the winners of second places 
will also be run, so that the second men who 
may have slipped or gotten a poor start, or 
have had a large handicap to overcome, will 
still have a chance to get into the finals and 
win out. 

The difference between the winner and the 
second man is often so slight as to be al- 
most impossible to decide with certainty, 
and the best of judge are often in doubt. 
So much also depends on the start that the 
race between two men in a lead often de- 
pends on the fraction of advantage one gets 
over the other. By giving the winners of 
sécond place another chance the fairest ar- 
rangement possible in handicap sprint races 
is planned. 


NORTHWESTERN BALL TEAM TRAINING. 


Promising Material for the Nine at 
Work in the Gymnasium—New 
Coach Secured. 


The prospects for a good baseball team at 
Northwestern University are brighter this 
season than they have been for several years. 
Thirty men, under the direction of Coach 
Chapin, have been at work in the gymna- 
sium two hours a day for the last week, the 
work consisting mainly of light dumb bell 
exercises and throwing and batting practice. 

There is an abundance of good material 
for each position, so that Chapin intends to 
form a second team in order to keep the sub- 
stitutes in good training. 

Last year Northwestern’s poor team was 
principally due to the lack of a good man to 
fill the pitcher’s box, but this year there are 
seven men trying for the position each com- 
ing with a good reputation from other 
schools. 

Sickles, who pitched last year for the Oak 
Park club and the year before for North- 
western, and Hunter of Rockford, who 
played quarter back on the football team last 
fall, are in line for this place; also Murphy, 
Smiley, Burke, Hunsiker, and Wilkinson. 

Wetter, McClay, and Miller are the only 
men of last season's team who are in school 
this year, so the team will be almost wholly 
made up of new and untried material, and 
until it can commence outdoor pPactice little 
can be determined about the value of the new 
men, 

As soon as the condition of the grounds will 
allow the men will leave the gymnasium and 
work ‘will commence in earnest, but as the 
grounds have been used as a skating rink 
this winter and continually flooded it will 
take some time for them to dry sufficiently.

place and have their vote registered. No 
expensive general election would be neces- 
sary for this purpose. Why should we give 
our agents eart blanche to execute their wills 
in defiance of the wishes of the people? Their 
powers should be restricted to the ordindry 
routine of business until the millennium gets 
under way. To transact the public business 
this way might cause the citizen more 
trouble, but there would be much less danger 
of his being robbed. Then, too, it must not 
be forgotten that eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty.” 

Some such arrangement as this, or the 
referendum, to be submitted to the people on 
questions of sufficient importance, seem to 
be necessary if we would preserve anything 
like the semblance of the democracy our 
fathers founded. We should not desire to 
elect despots either for one year or four 
years. 

If, then, there be no absolute escape from 
being bossed, let us at least gather enough 
spirit from the wreck of our democracy to 
clip the claws of the tigers so they will do the 
least possible harm.

Praise for Mayor Swift. 

Chicago, Feb. 19.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. In these days of reform and business 
administration agitation and protection of 
the taxpayers from the would-be gangster, 
would it not be proper for the citizens to 
consider what has been accomplished by our 
present Mayor? The saving of $1,508,901 
in twenty-one months ending Dec. 31, 1896, 
is indeed phehomenal when you consider 
that the spoile system was in full force 
when George B. Swift took the Mayoralty 
chair. If the people think so well ot civil 
service would it not be the proper thing to 
extend its functions to the present head of 
the city government? If he has been able 
to accomplish sd much in twenty-one months 
surely it would be possible for him to make 
a still better showing in the next two years. 

This hue and cry by the various reform 
candidates for Mayor about what can and 
will be done is a good deal of buncomb and 
entirely misleading as to what really can be 
accomplished under our present city char- 
ter by the Chief Executive of the city. Take 
the contract for street cleaning—I had con- 
siderable to do with this contract last year. 
At the price paid, $12.50 per mile, and with 
the condition of the streets outside the busi- 
ness district [First District] can any more 
be accomplished in the way of street and 
alley cleaning? 

During previous administrations 800 miles 
of street were cleaned per menth in the city. 
Under contract of 1896 seventy-five miles per 
night, or 1,800 miles per month, was the av- 
erage in the Second District alone, and dur- 
ing August, one of the hottest months we 
had for several years, 3,500 miles were 
cleaned and picked up in what is known as 
the Second District.

most uséless, yet some of the-candidates for 
Mayor will tell you that such streets can be 
cleaned. Yes, they can be cleaned, by re- 
moving the cinders and broken stone 
dumped in by the residents to make the 
streets passable. It is a matter of record 
that citizens called on the Mayor last year, 
stating that the streets were being kept too 
clean and considering it a waste of public 
money to clean them so often. 

Why do not some of the reformers put a 
plank in their platform to cempel the street 
railway companies to clean the streets in 
which are car tracks from curb to curb 
daily, and make a fight along this line? 
This would really be a move in the right 
direction and would leave the inadequate 
appropriation to take care of the streets 
unoccupied by the railways. 

Without flurry of trumpets the Mayor is 
from day to day doing for the taxpayers all 
that can be done by any man as Mayor, no 
matter who he might be. The latest achieve- 
ment of his administration is the saving to 
the city $37,000 a year on the contract for 
the removal of dead animals, now receiving 
a bonus therefrom. 

As everything in sight has been presented 
to the corporations, it would be well for 
the independent candidates to state from 
the rostrum how, with appropriations for 
municipal improvements growing less from 
year to year, they purpose to carry out in 
Aol years the gigantic reforms they prom- 
se,

Freeport, III., Feb. 19.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.

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STATES CONTINUES. 


Treasury Statistics Show an Excess 
of Exports of Merchandise for Jan- 
wary of $43,656,986—Gold Continues 
te Flow in This Direction—Business 
Fails te Show an Improvement— 
Local Stocks Are Strong and Active 
~—Speculative Produce Markets. 


Trade balances continue favorable to the 
~dited States and the flow of gold from 
Europe continues unchecked. For the month 
of January the official reports of the Treas- 
ury Department show merchandise exports 
of $04,984,067, as compared with $86,970,028 
for January, 1896, with imports of only 
$51,327,081, while for January, 1896, imports 
were $68,6417@00. This gives an excess of 
exports over imports for January of the 
present year of $43,656,086, as com pared with 
an excess of exports for the same month in 
last year of $18,322,428. The Treasury De- 
partment now gives statistics for the seven 
months of the fiscal year beginning July 1 
as compared with those for the correspond- 
ing period in the previous fiscal year. These 
show an excess of exports for the seven 
months ending Jan. 31 of $292,964,221, while 
for the seven months of the preceding year 
the excess of exports was only $46,248,252. 

During the month of January the United 
States received in gold coin and bullion 
$556,621, while it exported $371,044, leaving 
a balance in our favor of $184,677. In the 
same month of 1896 total exports were 
$10,566,526, and when it became known there 
was to be a sale of government bonds the 
tide of gold turned and there was received 
in imports of coin and bullion $10,367,940, 
leaving am excess of exports for the month 
amounting to $198,586. For the seven 
months of the fiscal year ending with Janu- 
ary excess of imports of gold were $63,971,- 
909, while for the same months in the pre- 
ceding year our excess of exports of gold 
lacked only a few hundred thousand dollars 
of being as great as the excess of imports 
tor the present year. 


Heavy Imports of Gold. 


A considerable amount of the imports of 
gold came during the months of September 
and October, and a considerable portion of 
it found its way into the gold reserve of 
the Treasury Department. That reserve 
now stands at nearly $150,000,000 and is in 
excess of the free gold in the Treasury at 
any time in several years. No fears are now 
entertained of any run = the gold re- 
gerve at any time soon, and if there are any 
changes in the financial laws of the country 
which will make more certain the mainte- 
nance of the present gold standard the re- 
serve is likely to increase rather than de- 
crease. The present reserve, however, is 
large enough for all the legitimate needs 
of the government. The reserve is there 
merely for an emergency, and so long as 
the emergency does not arrive it lies idle. 

The new administration, which assumes 
the reins of government ten days from 
now, will have not only the trade balance 
in favor of the United States to favor it, but 
it will have a large and growing stock of 
free gold. It is belteved a special session 
of Congress will be called by Mr. McKinley 
to meet immediately after the 4th of March. 
It will take up the question of a revision of 
financial laws, and while it will be some 
time before any measure can be adopted, 
the fact that such laws are in contempla- 
tion will to some extent serve the same pur- 
pose that would be served in their enact- 
ment. 

In this special session of Congress, how- 
ever, there lies the probability of tariff re- 
vision, and however much a new tariff law 
will aid the general business conditions of 
the country when it is finally on the statute 
books, the discussion of its provisions can- 
not but be to the disadvantage of some lines 
of business. Merchants and manufacturers 
will be desirous of obtaining any benefit that 
may come from an increase or a decrease 
in customs duties. At the same time they 
will seek to prevent having harm done them 
through a change which will be to their 
detriment. A discussion of the tariff ques- 
tion is almost always followed by a de- 
pression to a greater or less extent in the 
business world. The merchant does not 
want to lay in a stock of goods on which 
there are high duties if that duty is to be 
reduced. The manufacturer in turn does 
not want to turn out vast quantities of 
goods on which there is a present duty if 
that is to be reduced under a new law. 


Trade Balances Are Favorable. 


With trade balances in favor of the United 
States such as is shown in the statistics 
furnished by the Treasury Department 
there is every reason for this country to be 
prosperous. A nation is like an individual, 
and when it produces more than it con- 
sumes it is bettcring its financial condition. 
That is the case with the United States. 
European countries are taking millions of 
dollars of cotton, grain, provisions, and 
manufactured articles, while we.in turn are 
buying from them in much smaller quanti- 
ties. This is bound to have its effect in time, 
though it may be some months before the 
effect is fully felt. 

Business conditions in the United States 
continue unsatisfactory. For the various 
large cities in the country clearings for the 
week ending on F. iday showed decreases of 
18.6 per cent. Chicago suffered with other 
cities, though the decrease shown was much 
smaller than that of New York, which 
showed a decrease amounting to 27.8 per 
cent, as compared with a decrease of 17.5 
per cent in Chicago. The South failed to 
show its .customary increase in clearings. 
New Orleans, Savannah, Atlanta, Waco, 
Fort Worth, Norfolk, and many of the other 
Southern cities showed decreases in clear- 
ings. Boston shows a slight increase, and 
St. Louis an increase of 23.2 per cent. 

The week in Chicago has not been particu- 
larly interesting. Local securities have 
been active, and following a decline early 
in the week they ehowed some strength at 
the close. Diamond Match has been particu- 
larly strong, and the Yerkes securities have 
maintained fairly well the strength dis- 
played the previous week. New York Bis- 
cuit has been the most active security in 
the local market. The war between that 
company and the American Biscuit com- 
pany, which has put the price of the manu- 
factured below the actual cost of 
production, had its effect upon the stock and 
sent prices off to 30%. There was a recovery, 
however, before the week ended, which put 
prices up again to 45, with the close Satur- 
day at 44%. 

Trade with the Wholesalers. 


The wholesale and jobbing trades have 
been without features of significance. Yet 
there are prospects which keep these trades

Right te Develop Calcic Carbide in 
‘Cook County Secured by the Maker 
ot the Cémmon Illuminant—Manu- 
facturers of Apparatus Careful 
About Helping Pufchasers to the 
Needed Substance—Little Hope for 
Cheaper Radiance in This City. 


The would-be consumers of acetylene gas, 
who have awaited the advent of the new il- 
luminant as an escape from the exactions 
of the gas trust, find themselves confronted 


by a peculiar condition of affairs. To make 


acetylene gas, according to the processes 
now known, two things are required—a gen- 
erator and à supply of calcic carbide. The 
generators may be bought from one or two 
manufecturers in Chicago, but the purchas- 
er of the machine finds himself confronted by 
a trust more absolute, probably, than any 
other in the country. To buy the calcic car- 
bide, without which his generator is useless, 
he must go to one of three firms in Chicago. 
Unless they choose to let him have it for 
lighting purposes he might as well have a fire 
extinguisher. 

So strong has the demand for acetylene 
become as a substitute for ordinary gas that 
the manufacturers of generators are in re- 
celpt uf dozens of inquiries daily from pros- 
pective consumers, all of whom unite in ask- 
ing where the calcic carbide may be ob- 
tained. The three firms in Chicago by which 
the supply is controlled are likewise in re- 
ceipt of dozens of inquiries daily. 

Pertinent Question Is Asked. 

The first question asked of the would-be 
purchaser uniformly is: ä 
What do you want it for?” 

Ono of these firms is the manufacturer of 
a generator, If the applicant is the owner 
of one of these machines he may obtain a 
limited supply for the nominal price of 10 
cents a pound, Unless he agrees to use this 
machine his application is vain. 

The reason why the supply of calcic car- 
bide in Chicago is under the control of these 
three firms is that it is covered by patents 
of the inventor, S. T. Wilson of North Caro- 
lina, which are controlled by the Electro-Gas 
company of New York. The right fo manu- 
facture is sold under these patents, and for 
Cook County it is in the hands of theChicago 
Gaslight and — mt company, which supplies 
it as its pleasur ay dictate. 

Plants for the manufacture of calcic car- 
bide have been established at Binghamton, 
N. Y., by the New York Electro-Gas com- 
pany, at Niagara Falls by the Philadelphia 
Acetylene company, by the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke company at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich., and by Pettibone, Mulliken & Co. of 
Chicago, as the Illinois and Wisconsin Acety- 
lene company, at Appleton, Wis. 


Lime and Coke Dust Fused. 


Calcic carbide, the basis of acetylene gas, 
is lime and coke dust fused by the intense 
heat of an electric circuit. The lime and 
coke dust are placed in a furnace to which 
the electrodes of a dynamo are connected 
under a temperature of 3,000 to 5,000° Fahren- 
heit. It comes from the furnace in dark 
lumps, having a strong and somewhat of- 
fensive odor. When placed in the generator 
with water with proper precautions gas is 
formed which makes a strong, steady, and 
beautifully white light. 

The anxiety of the public to use the new 
gas is due not only to its own effectiveness, 
but to the fact that it may be produced inde- 
pendently of a central plant in any residence, 
store, or factory. Given a supply of the 
calcic carbide at a reasonable price, and the 
consumers of gas become independent of 
trusts and gas companies. The generators 
themselves may be bought for $50 to $75. 


Tell of the Trust’s Greed. 


To give an idea of the greed of the original > 
carbide trust, it is said by men in a position 
to know that the applicant for a State right 
to manufacture is required to first deposit 
from $10,000 to $15,000 as an earnest of good 
faith. If his application is considered favor- 
ably an amount from $75,000 to $200,000 is 
demanded, with the condition that he must 
then go to the State bargained for, organize 
a stock company to manufacture the carbide, 
and then turn over to the parent company 
25 per cent of its stock fully paid up. 

The price paid for the Cook County right is 
said to have been $500,000.
